OBSERVATIONS 
By Bob Walsh 


Our Tax Problem 
The very simple solution to all 
local tax problems 
is 
to 
fully 
utilize the one major medium left 
exclusively to us for the purpose 
of providing funds. This requires 
not only the courage to set the tax 
sufficiently high, but also the initia­ 
tive to demand that existing laws 
be utilized to provide adequate 
values on which fairly to obtain 
this money. 
Under present state and federal 
laws the one tax available ex­ 
clusively 
to 
boroughs, 
cities, 
counties, and townships is the real 
estate tax. And it is the fairest one 
as things stand in Pennsylvania. 
The vast majority of people will 
pay this tax in one way or another, 
even including many who escape 
per capita 
and 
earned 
income 
taxes. 
The per capita tax is not levied 
• against hardship cases. But even 
the man or family with no more 
than a relief or social security 
check on which to live pays for 
food, utilities, and rent. Or a home 
is maintained. In any case where 
money is paid out the seller has 
included his expenses in determin­ 
ing his price. And those expenses 
include his property tax. The buyer 
helps pay that tax. 
In the case of the earned income 
tax which Warren is considering, 
there are some who may not pay. 
Unless the tax is set up so that 
there is a flat assessment against 
those who are not hardship cases 
and obviously have adequate in­ 
come other than that which cornus 
under the heading of “earned” , 
some who are very able to pay 
will not be taxed. 
Present Assessments Unfair 
The assessment system in War­ 
ren county is not well established, a 
fact to which those in charge have 
agreed according to an interview 
published by the Warren Times 
Mirror. The county commissioners 
have been quoted as saying that 
the only way to 
fairly 
assess 
property is to pay about $140,000 
for outside experts to do the job 
We agree that this is a good 
answer, but we do not agree that it 
is the only one. A look at the 
assessed 
valuations 
will 
reveal 
glaring errors that any citizen, 
even one unversed in real estate 
values, could correct. Too much of 
our assessing has been done by 
driving or walking past the prop­ 
erty. There is no basic method for 
arriving at values, each assessor 
working on his own. 
The Pennsylvania Department of 
Internal Affairs is publishing a 


series of articles on assessments, 
prepared 
by 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Local 
Government 
Conference. 
This Conference reports that equal­ 
ization was the goal of the 1951 tax 
law which was no more than a 
clarifying amendment to the 1943 
tax assessment law, a law which 
was not applied by most counties. 
The findings of this conference 
are quite 
concise, 
edifying 
and 
clear. The county commissioners 
and chief assessor in any county 
should 
easily 
understand 
them, 
and, more important, utilize them. 
It found 
that the progressive 
states were using the reproduction 
value as the basis on which assess­ 
ments were computed. To establish 
these values a table of construction 
costs was used, based on the square 
foot area of the improvement. 
By securing all the data on a 
given property that would influence 
its reproduction and applying these 
facts 
to 
the 
construction 
cost 
tables it was possible to arrive at 
fair assessments 
if those 
costs 
were adjusted by the condition of 
the property, and its location in 
relation 
to 
the 
business 
area, 
transportation 
facilities, 
schools, 
shopping centers, and the desirabil­ 
ity of the neighborhood as a resi­ 
dential area. 
As the result of these studies the 
Local Government Commission a- 
greed that this formula was the 
only sound manner in which equal­ 
ization could be effected and it 
became the basis 
for 
the 
1951 
Pennsylvania Assessment Law. 
If this is true, why hasn’t it been 
so used in Warren county? 
The Commission Says 
Let’s quote a fev/ paragraphs 
from the Internal Affairs article: 
“What is the new Pennsylvania 
Real Estate Assessment Law which 
was devised by the State Legisla­ 
ture in cooperation with the Local 
Government Commission of Penn­ 
sylvania? 
“First it must be remembered 
that it is not a new law but rather 
a refinement of the 1943 Real Es-, 
tate Assessment Act, the Pennsvl-, 
vania Local Government Confer­ 
ence, representing the taxing gov­ 
ernmental agencies, explains. It 
makes mandatory, within a five- 
year period, the use of certain 
provisions contained in the 1943 
Act, such as the establishment of 
a permanent record system having 
property record cards, land maps, 
property owners index cards, and 
cross-indexing. 
“Although the 1943 Act contained 
these tools, there were no provis­ 
ions wherein their application be­ 
came obligatory on the part of the 
59 affected counties in the Com­ 
monwealth (Philadelphia, Allegh­ 
eny and the 6 third-class counties 
are covered by other legislation).

“Another important change that 
is effected in the 1951 Act is that 
the Chief County Assessor is the 
responsible individual making the 
assessment. By bringing into exis­ 
tence a modem system of records, 
and by having the evaluation of 
properties determined by a system 
of tables and charts the need for 
competent authority for efficient 
operation of the system is appar­ 
ent, the Conference points out. Ob­ 
viously the Chief County Assessor 
is the logical person to insure the 
success of such a project.” 
Remove The Handcuffs 
Another major reason for estab­ 
lishing this tax base was to pro­ 
vide local governments with the 
means of raising money without 
going to court. It allows the assess­ 
ed valuation to be as high as 75 
percent of the actual value. In 
Warren county we have it set at 
forty per cent. 
Three steps are needed. First we 
must establish a basic method of 
arriving at values. 
Second, we 
must see that assessors apply it 
fairly to all properties. Third, we 
must increase the percentage suf­ 
ficiently so that all governing of­ 
ficials can obtain the money need­ 
ed within the legal millage limit. 
We don’t believe that Warren 
county has done any of these. As a 
result we are faced with financial 
problems, and such groups as the 
Warren borough council are search­ 
ing for a heterogeneous combina­ 
tion of taxes with which to pro­ 
vide funds. 
Do It Ourselves 
We propose a tax commission be 
named in Warren county consist­ 
ing of men and women 
who are 
informed on 
costs 
of building, 
plumbing, electrification, painting, 
plastering, masonry, and related 
trades 
and 
professions. 
Houses 
then could 
be 
evaluated 
on 
a 
square foot basis, and vary accord­ 
ing to the type of building, floor­ 


ing, number of baths, luxury of 
kitchen, and similar Influences. Ar­ 
rive at a fair method of deprecia­ 
tion, decide land values throughout 
the county, 
and come up with 
assessments that might not be per­ 


fect but certainly would 
be 
as 
equitable as is possible without 
paying $140,000 to so-called experts 
who might not be sufficiently well 
informed about local conditions to 
do a truly satisfactory job.

RADIO AND TELEVISION

Th© Outlook From Everywhere 
For the sixth year, CBS flew in 
Mts correspondents from all over 
the world to take part in its annual 
year end review of the news which 
it called “Years Of Crisis." It was 
a very witty, informal and infor­ 
mative show and it demonstrated 
a number of things. 
For one thing, you don’t on a 
show of this nature need a lot of 
production - at least, production in 
the sense of films of Winston 
Churchill and Nehru or remote 
pickups of President Eisenhower. 
In “Years Of Crisis," correspon­ 
dents from New Delhi and Paris 
and Vienna and Bonn and Rome 
and other spots 
/simply gather 
around a table and talk. Of course, 
it is highly organized talk; the 
correspondents know what they are 
going to say and how long they 
are expected to say it. But there 
was no visible script and the cor- 
libs and wisecracks. Considering 
that this was a full hour, it moved 
very smoothly from point to point 
and remained throughout remark­ 
ably interesting. 
One thing about gathering togeth­ 
er all these farflung folk is that 
you get all the local wisecracks 
from all over and this show was 
plentifully favored with them. Erie 
Sevareid, CBS chief Washington 
correspondent, contributed: “Mc- 
Carthyism is changing from an 
’ism’ to a ’wasm'." From Howard 
K. Smith, of London: “East and 
west could not agree on the time 
of day - but they both agreed that 
the time was not one minute to 
twelve." 
Co-existence was the first order 
of the day and all the co-existence 
jokes - there are quite a number-of 
them in spite of the fact that co­ 
existence is hardly a

matter - were bandied about. Bill 
Downs contributed the word “co­ 
extermination” which is new in my 
lexicon: Bill Costello, fresh back 
I rom a round the world tour, re­ 
vealed that one of the gags out 
around New Delhi way is: “Who 
is India neutralist against?” And 
Sevareid contributed a phrase that 
has baffled me ever since - “com­ 
parative co-existence.” 
Theoretically, a bunch of guys 
seated around a table, talking, is 
a radio show, not a TV show at 
all - actully it was on both radio 
and TV- but it doesn’t work out 
that way. In looks and manner­ 
isms and jokes, foreign correspon­ 
dents tend to take on the protec­ 
tive coloration of the countries 
they live in - Richard Hottelet, 
looking as if he belonged in Bonn; 
David Schoenbrun in Paris, and 
Howard K. Smith in London - where 
they are respectively stationed. 
And it adds a certain flavor to 
their reportage if you can see them 
as well as hear them. 
The reports themselves from all 
over were extraordinarily cheerful, 
more optimistic than they have 
been in years. Business is good - 
or at least better - all over the 
world. Tensions are less. American' 
prestige, which was in a calami­ 
tous state at the beginning of the 
year, is improving in most spots. 
Even the Iron Curtain has lifted a 
little. 
Edward R. Murrow, who presid­ 
ed over the stable of foreign cor­ 
respondents, has always been in­ 
terested in the little picture. Con­ 
sequently, in addition to the bold, 
large thoughts, there were some 
smaller ones. Alexander Kendrick 
pointed out that Christmas had 
been allowed by the Communists 
to return to Budapest and that 
Belgrade got its first traffic light 
and now needed only some traffic. 
Schoenbrun reported that Parisians 
had stopped honking their horns 
but that Christian Dior had def­ 
initely lost the battle of the bulge. 
And Costello revealed that you 
could now get taxis, an unheard of 
thing, at the airports in India. 
While the picture in general was 
bright, it was not entirely unalloy­ 
ed. Russia, the correspondents a- 
greed, would probably try nothing 
climactic in 1955 but that did not 
mean the tide was running in our 
favor or that Russia’s aims had 
changed very much. 
The hour sped by in great haste 
and anyone who saw the show 
came away from it feeling fright­ 
fully well-informed and could in­ 
vade his next dinner party, loaded 
with ammunition for his dinner 
partner.

Boom For "lkeH Starts 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. - The “Ike in 
’56” boom among Republicans — 
profuse for a winter, hothouse pot­ 
ted plant — springs from several 
seeds, including present fears and 
hopes for the future. 
Thought not exactly a new phe­ 
nomenon - Franklin D. Roosevelt 
enjoyed it, too, on the same almost 
hysterical scale - it seems worth­ 
while to explore the origins and 
background because of what they 
tell of the Republican party at this 
critical stage in its resumed man­ 
agement of government after so

long a lapse. 
The drive to get the President to 
run again is generated by hard­ 
boiled, practical politicians. Their 
motives are not sentimental, but 
coldly calculating. They are look­ 
ing, in short, for a winner. That’s 
what they need in their business. 
They stay in power only if-the 
party stays in power. Most of them 
are convinced that the party can 
Win in 1956 and remain in power 
only if the President is a candidate. 
In this and most other respects, 
the “Ike in '56” campaign is pro­ 
ceeding according to tradition. It 
is different only in that it got going 
a bit prematurely. 
Two 
events 
were responsible for that. 
One was the Republican defeat 
in the Congressional elections. That 
showed the party, running on its 
own, does not have what it takes 
for victory. It was not a bad de­ 
feat - but that it was not is attribu­ 
ted to the President’s personal par­ 
ticipation in the campaign with a 
devotion and an intensity not prev­ 
iously matched by a President in 
an off-year election. 
Once again the election demon­ 
strated that there are more Demo­ 
crats than 
Republicans 
in the 
country. From that it follows that 
the only way Republicans can win 
is the way they won in 1952. That 
is, with the help of independent 
and Democratic votes. The Eisen­ 
hower name at the top of the ticket 
is needed for that. That was not a 
very difficult deduction 
for the 
practical politicians. 
So, right off quick, they started 
the cry “Ike in ’56.” 
The other event that forced the 
“Ike in ’56” campaign out a little 
early was the Senate censure of 
Senator Joe McCarthy and the sub­ 
sequent threat that the Wisconsin 
Senator might start a third party. 
Practical 
politicians 
saw 
the 
President as the one figure who 
not only could hold the party as 
closely together as is possible, but 
could win enough support outside 
the party to offset defections to a 
third party ticket. The third party 
threat provided an opportunity to 
close ranks about the President 
and practical politicians encourag­ 
ed that in a succession of state- 
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tory, but shipped dry to

ments, some of which included 
“Ike in ’56” tag lines. 
It was about this time that the 
Citizens For Eisenhower, the or­ 
ganization that worked among in­ 
dependents and Democrats in 1952 
and was reinvigorated for the 1954 
Congressional campaign, joined the 
“Ike in ’56” crusade. They repre­ 
sented the 
staunch 
Eisenhower 
element in the Republican party 
which began to capitalize upon the 
McCarthy censure to try to isolate 
the extreme right wing of the party 
in an effort to make the Republi­ 
can party an “Eisenhower” party 
as the Democratic party was for 
quite awhile the “Roosevelt” party. 
The President, himself, stepped 
in at the strategic moment to de­ 
clare for a Republican party of 
“progressive moderates” or “mod­ 
erate progressive” and, meanwhile, 
the “Ike in ’56” campaign was 
gaining momentum on the front 
pages. 
It was only natural that we 
should begin to see members of 
the Eisenhower official family, in­ 
cluding his press secretary, James 
Hagerty, joining in predictions that 
the President would run again. 
They are enjoying their day in the 
sun - and hope for it to be pro­ 
longed, being human. They speak, 
of course, with no more authority 
than you or I - but out of hope. 
This reporter recalls how busily 
the Truman inner circle was fore­ 
casting that Harry 
S. 
Truman 
would run again in 1952. They lived 
to learn differently and to yield up 
their places in the sun to those 
who now occupy them. 
It will be the practical politicians 
who will bring the most pressure 
upon the President to run again — 
as he is the choice item for these 
salesmen in their business. This 
reporter often recalls an episode in 
the 
1940 
Roosevelt third-term 
movement, which was the subject 
of a great debate because of a 
break with tradition. Early in 1940 
the Democratic National Commit­ 
tee met here. It was composed, as 
national committees always are, of 
practical politicians, very few of 
whom had any sympathy with the 
Roosevelt New Deal. That, how­ 
ever, was secondary. Important for 
them was winning the election. 
They were sure Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt could do that. They were not 
sure anybody else could. So they 
passed a resolution asking the 
President to run for a third term

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and delivered it to him personally 
at the White House, figureatively 
on bended knee, and like so many 
schoolboys with apples tor the 
teacher.

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Postage Going Up? 
The newspaper associations have 
won their battle against the so­ 
called junk mail, and the city and 
village delivery of simplified ad­ 
dressed mail will be discontinued 
March 31, 1955. The opinions con­ 
cerning this kind of mail were very 
mixed, but pressure was concen­ 
trated, most of it coming from a 
single direction, the newspapers 
and other publications who felt 
they were losing much advertising 
to this kind of sales approach. 
In case you have avoided prev­ 
ious articles, here or otherwise, 
concerning junk mail, it is third 
class delivery, 
used mostly by 
those engaged in direct mail sell­ 
ing. They send you catalogues or 
printed pieces advertising their 
products. It always has been the 
custom of the post office to require 
these people to place the actual 


address on the mail. 
Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield and his staff decided 
this was too costly and that money 
could be saved by requiring nothing 
more than such a word as “house­ 
holder” to appear on the mail. This 
meant that the seller needed only 
to have this word printed on all his 
pieces, and did not have to pay 
for addressing them separately. 
The postmaster believed the el­ 
imination of sorting the mail would 
save enough money to make third 
class mail pay. And for fifteen 
months he did not budge from that 
position. 
During that time, and previous 
to it when the plan was being con­ 
ceived, the newspapers through 
their associations and organizations 
besieged the postmaster with ar­ 
guments against the idea, and car­ 
ried on a campaign within their 
ranks to present a mass attack.

it or not, and the poor weeklies 
were mourned over by the biggies” 
who in turn were having a very 
close look at the large accounts* 
they might lost. 
The fact was that few weeklies 
in a vast number of cases were 
benefiting either way, because the 
direct advertising required print­ 
ing which most of them do as a 
necessary pan of their business. 
Weeklies seldom 
are successful 
unless teamed up with a printing 
plant which does job work. 


As For You 
You may wonder how this will 
affect you. The cost of your postal 
service and its efficiency obviously 
affect you, but in addition there 
is a part of the Postmaster’s state­ 
ment which is the tip-off of things 
to come. While saying that the 
results of the experiment have not 
been satisfactory he adds that the 
only possible solution is increased 
postal rates. Now he is getting 
around to your pocketbook. 


We can not say that a deal was 
made between the press represen­ 
tatives and the post office depart­ 
ment, but as the result of the 
recent months of debate over this 
issue we will not be surprised to 
see rates go up all along the line. 
And we also will not be surprised 
to .see the major newspapers sup­ 
porting such an increase. 


This suggests that Mr. Summer­ 
field twisted their tails with the 
junk mail trial, twisted it until 
they saw major losses shaping up 
and they became willing to 
go 
along with rate increases, even 
including second class, a thought 
that has provoked much editorial 
comment in past years. 


These 
second 
class 
increases 
have been coming at regular inter­ 
vals and we have told you that 
the first few were little more than 
dribbles which would have no effect 
on your subscription price. But if 
they keep dribbling long enough 
the customer will pay. 


And we would not be surprised if 
it hit you even more directly by 
going up a cent for first class mail. 
That would mean a thirty-three 
per cent increase in your private 
mailing costs! 


We do not know if the various 
post offices found the junk mail a 
help or a hindrance. It eliminated 
sorting the addresses, but made 
every mailman stop at every home 
on his route. On a normal day 
without the mass mailing he would 
not be called on to make all the 
stops. 


If this method has advantages, 
why not increase the cost of such 
'service rather than discontinue it? 
If the mailman must work harder 
and if he is to be paid more, as he 
should, and if it is a handy service 
for merchandisers, charge accord­ 
ingly. 


We are not completely sure who 
applied the heat on whom in this 
case, but we are quite sure that 
the public is going to pay the bill, 
and it will be a bigger one than in 
the past, and will come from a 
variety of directions.

Let’s Not Be Confusing 
We are happy to publish letters, 
and we believe it is a healthy 
democratic situation which finds 
groups taking an active interest in 
what our local government does, 
but we also believe that those who 
present such letters should be fully 
informed. Otherwise, those who 
read them will be misled. 
Contrary to what this letter says, 
Warren’s council is not proposing 
an occupational tax. Warren al­ 
ready has one. The writers of the 
letter no doubt are referring to 
the discussed earned income tax. 
This tax does not apply to “labor­ 
ing” men, alone. Anyone who is 
paid money by a corporation, com­ 
pany, or business, or who works for 
himself as a salesman, doctor, law­ 
yer, or other profession, will pay a 
tax based on the amount of his 
income. Exempt, if we understand 
the law, are incomes from stocks 
or bonds. And these already are 
taxed by both the federal and the 
state government. 
The citizens of Warren must re­ 
member also that council is limit­ 
ed in its taxing by the law. We do 
not know of any law which will 
permit the borough to tax profits, 
as proposed in the letter. Again 
we say, if we are to come before 
council as citizens making recom­ 
mendations we must know what is 
needed and how it can be obtained 
legally.
